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In an Office Action dated November 5, 2009, the period for response to which runs 
through December 7, 2009 (December 5, 2009 being a Saturday), the Examiner required election 
under 35 U.S.C. § 121 and 372 between the claims of Group I (claims 1-15) allegedly drawn to 
"a laser processing method" and Group II (claims 16-19) allegedly drawn to "a semiconductor 
chip." 

Applicants hereby elect Group I (claims 1-15) for examination.
